Water Board 
Delays Hearing 


AUSTIN (AP) — The Texas Water Quality 


Board has postponed indefinitely a June 11 
tearing on Midway Services, Inc.'s, proposal to 
jury toxic industrial wastes at a site in Li- 
nestone County. 


Postponement was at the request of John 


Mobley, Midway's president, who said a series 
af statewide hearings on the industrial waste 
issue might resolve problems connected with 
his application. 


A board spokesman said it probably would be 


November at least before another hearing 
could be scheduled on the Midway application. 


The 12 hearings start July 11 in Fort Worth 


and end Oct. 24 in Austin. 


Hugh Yantis, the board's executive director, 


said he interpreted Mobley's letter as calling 
for indefinite suspension of all consideration of 
the Midway application. 


"For all practical purposes, then, this matter 


is completely suspended until such time as 
completely new processing is begun in line with 
the requirements which would apply for a 
completely new application," Yantis wrote 
Mobley. 


Yantis said Mobley's attitude was "com- 


mendable, and it seems to me the people in the 
area who have objected rather strongly to the 
location of the proposed site should be most 
appreciative of his requesting that the matter 
be suspended until defeinitive information re- 
garding disposal of industrial wastes can be 
developed in our hearings." 
Sheriff to Witness 
In Bail Bond Study 


DALLAS (AP) — Sheriff Clarence Jones was 


due to be the leadoff witness today as a court of 
inquiry into bail bond operations resumes—if 
two other witnesses fail to appear. 


The inquiry recessed last Friday after four 


days of testimony. 


Lawyer John Coil and former bondsman 


Martin Tuenbow have been summoned to 
testify. No subpoena had been served on 
Tuenbow late Tuesday. 


Coil appeared in court and was sworn, but 


refused to testify because his lawyer was not 
present. 


Coil holds the charter in the Methodist 


Religious and Educational Foundation. 
Testimony last week indicated Tuenbow 
purchased a 30-acre tract of land in Hunt 
County from the foundation and then had it cer- 
tified by Hunt County Sheriff Wayne Green as 
surety for the writing of bonds in Dallas 
County. 


Green testified he certified the land at 


$180,000. The deed to the land indicates 
Tuenbow purchased it from the foundation for 
"$10 and other good and valuable con- 
siderations." 


Although Coil was sworn Friday, special 


prosecutor Whitley Sessions said attempts to 
reach him since had been unsuccessful. His 
lawyer said Coil would not appear today 
because he had not been notified the court was 
reconvened. 
Florida Mayor's 
Luck Runs Sour 


MIAMI (AP) — Last month, Dade County 


Mayor Jack Orr learned he had inoperable can- 
cer. Last week, he separated from his seventh 
wife. Today, friends say, Mayor Orr is broke. 


So Vice Mayor Edward Fogg III and other 


associates have organized a benefit soccer 
game for the 54-year-old Orr in hope of raising 
$50,000 to $100,000. 


Orr, who earns $6,000 a year as mayor and 


$42,500 as counsel for a land development firm, 
has virtually no financial assets, Fogg said. 


He said the June 28 benefit at the Orange 


Bowl is to raise enough money "to give him 
peace of mind, and strength to fight this thing 
to a successful conclusion without having to 
worry about financial problems." 


Doctors say Orr, who is undergoing 


chemotherapy that leaves him physically 
exhausted, has not responded favorably to the 
treatments. 


Friends say Orr was admitted to Cedars of 


Lebanon Hospital Monday after suffering 
nausea and breathing difficulties over the 
weekend. He has had to rely increasingly on 
oxygen, which he carries with him and must 
use after the mildest physical exertion, the 
friends said. 


Orr is being sued in Circuit Court for more 


than $6,000, the balance on a $17,500 loan taken 
out in late 1966; he also pays alimony to at least 
two of his ex-wives.

mutt has turned up alive and well in Boston 
more than six weeks after he escaped from the 
baggage compartment of an airliner. 


But Sidney's owner, Harry Demontmollin Jr. 


of Jacksonville, says that really isn't sur- 
prising. "Sidney's sort of an interesting 
creature. He's been bitten by a rattlesnake and 
given up for dead and hit by a car and given up 
for dead." 


The dog escaped April 19 at Boston's Logan 


International Airport while Demontmollin, 
operations director of a private prep school 
here, and his wife were flying from Maine, 
where they have a farm, to Jacksonville. 


After searching in vain for Sidney, the 


Demontmollins continued the flight. 


"That night Delta Airlines called and said the 


dog was spotted on the runway," Demontmollin 
said. "They stopped landings for an hour to try 
to catch the dog, but he was too frightened." 


On Monday an animal hospital here called 


Demontmollin to say the Boston Animal 
Rescue League had picked up the pooch about 
10 miles from the airport. 


"My wife is going to Maine next week and the 


airline will bring Sidney to the airport in 
Boston," Demontmollin said Tuesday. "He's 
going to stay on the farm all summer and we'll 
bring him back by car." 


Demontmollin described Sidney as "just a 


mixed brown male dog that we got from the 
humane society six years ago." He added: "I 
figure he's now been resurrected three times."

Convention Debates Proposals 
On Limiting Financial Giants 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — The 


Constitutional Convention has 
rejected one proposal to limit 
the size of bank holding com- 
panies and resumes debate to- 
day on other attempts to con- 
trol these new financial giants. 


Rep. John Wilson, D—La- 


Grange, who lost a fight Tues- 
day to restrict any one holding 
company to 8 per cent of the 
state's total deposits, has two 
more amendments pending. 
Disengagement 
Pact Signed 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) 


— Syria and Israel today signed 
the documents .outlining the 
procedure for disengagement of 
their forces on the Golan 
Heights. 


The signing by Gen. Herzl 


Shafir of Israel and Gen. Adnan 
Tayara of Syria cleared the way 
for their forces to begin pulling 
back within 24 hours. 


The signing also gave the go- 


ahead for the return of all pris- 
oners of war still held by each 
side from the October war. The 
International Committee of the 
Red Cross said 367 Syrians, 10 
Iraqis and five Moroccans were 
to be flown to Damascus Thurs- 
day morning in exchange for 56 
Israelis. 


Syria exchanged 12 wounded 


Israelis on Saturday for 25 
wounded Syrians and one Mo- 
roccan. 


Shafir and Tayara negotiated 


the "operational protocol" they 
signed today in eight hours of 
talks last Saturday, Sunday and 
Monday. It establishes the 
procedures and timetables to 
carry out the truce accord and 
disengagement 
agreement 


negotiated by Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger, which the 
two generals signed last Friday. 


Lt. Gen. Ensio Siilasvuo of 


Finland, whose United Nations 
peacekeeping troops will man 
the buffer zone between Syrian 
and Israeli forces on the Golan 
Heights, said he was "confident 
that the disengagement plan 
will be carried out without 
complications." 


The conference is expected to 


resume during the summer or 
fall. 
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One would make the ceiling 


10 per cent. The second would 
contain no specific figure but 
would make it illegal to acquire 
through merger smaller banks 
if the result would create a mo- 
nopoly, restrain trade or lessen 
competition.

The only dele- 
gates from those cities who 
voted with Wilson are liberal, 
black or (3 of the 15 from those 
cities) Republican. 


Rep. Lindon Williams, a mod- 


erate-to-conservative Democrat 
from Houston was the only pos- 
sible exception. 


Wilson said the five largest 


holding companies controlled 
$5.8 billion in deposits in 1970, 
but now control $10.5 billion, or 
almost 31 per cent of the state's 
total. 


After current acquisitions are 


completed, the percentage will 


jump to 60, he said. 


"The velocity of growth ex- 


hibited by these holding com- 
panies in the last three years is 
staggering. At this rate, no in- 
dependent banks will survive in 
this state for long, and the av- 
erage citizen will be strictly at 
the mercy of the few con- 
trolling financial giants of this 
state," Wilson said. 


He told a story of an old man 


planting pecan trees who, when 
asked by a younster why he 
plants trees he would never live 
to see, said: "All my life I've 
enjoyed the shade and the fruit 
of another man's trees." 


Texans today are enjoying 


the fruits of a banking system 
under which small banks have 
flourished, Wilson said. 


Opponents of 
the Wilson 


amendment said they want to 
leave control of holding com- 
panies in the hands of the legis- 
lature. 


The convention voted 80-61 to 


kill an amendment by Rep. 
Kay Bailey, R—Houston, that 
would authorize 
involuntary 


withholding of up to 20 per cent 
of a person's wages for child 
support. 


Delegates then voted 119-13 to 


keep the present contitutional 
prohibition against garnishment 
of wages for any purpose. 


President Speaks 
At Naval Academy 


ANNAPOLIS, Md. (AP) — 


President Nixon told gradu- 
ating Naval Academy midship- 
men today that "a new wave of 
isolationism" poses one of the 
greatest dangers facing Amer- 
ica. 


Defending his policy of de- 


tente, the President said: "In 
our era, American isolation 
could easily lead to global de- 
struction." 


Nixon said that the United 


States cannot retreat into isola- 
tion from world responsibilities 
because, he said, the alterna- 
tive to detente is a runaway 
arms race, a return to constant 
confrontation and a "shattering 
setback to our hopes for build- 
ing a new structure of peace in 
the world." 


But he cautioned that detente 


does not mean the United 
States should become involved 
in the domestic affairs of other 
countries. 


In clear references to the 


controversy over emigration of 
Soviet Jews, Nixon said: "We 
would not welcome the inter- 
vention of their countries in our 
domestic affairs, and we cannot 
expect them to be cooperative 
when we seek to intervene 
directly in theirs." 


Nixon is seeking most-fa- 


vored-nation trade treatment 
for the Soviet Union, but Con- 
gress is balking in a dispute 
over Soviet emigration policies 


toward Jews. 


His latest round in Soviet 


summit talks are due to open in 
less than a month. 


Nixon spoke at the com- 


mencement and commissing 
ceremony for 920 Naval Acade- 
my graduates. 


Nixon and Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger pressed 
ahead with planning for • next 
week's swing through five 
Middle East countries when 
they took a dinner cruise Tues- 
day on the President's yacht. 


Earlier, the White House had 


announced Nixon would visit 
Egypt, Saudi Arabia, Syria, Is- 
rael and Jordan June 12 to 18. 


It is the most extensive 


Middle East tour ever under- 
taken by a U.S. president and a 
White House spokesman said 
the goal is "to build on the 
foundation which has been 
laid" by Kissinger's negotiation 
of 
separate 
disengagement 


agreements between Israel and 
the forces of Syria and Egypt. 


Nixon will leave Washington 


on Monday, flying to Salzburg, 
Austria, before heading to 
Cairo Wednesday, June 12. 


In still another sign of the 


thaw in U.S.-Arab relations, 
Nixon administration officials 
hinted that resumption of diplo- 
matic relations between Wash- 
ington and Damascus would be 
restored when Nixon is in Syria 
June 15-16. 


SEATTLE (AP) — The chair- 


man of the nation's Democratic 
governors has accused Republi- 
cans of scare tactics in warning 
that Democrats could gain a 
"veto-proof Congress" in the 
November elections. 


"The term 'veto-proof Con- 


gress' is merely a cynical ploy 
to detract from the most impor- 
tant issues of 1974," Gov. Wen- 
dell H. Ford, D-Ky., said Tues- 
day as 
sharp 
partisanship 


broke out at the 66th National 
Governors' Conference. 


The conference ends today 


with the annual business ses- 
sion at which the governors are 
expected to adopt a broad reso- 
lution urging campaign reform 
and other measures to deal 
with Watergate-type 
abuses, 


steps already taken by many 
states. 


The conference also is ex- 


pected to elect Gov. Calvin L. 
Rampton, D-Utah, as next 
year's chairman, 
succeeding 


Gov. Daniel J. Evans, R-Wash. 


The partisan verbal battle be- 


gan when Kenneth R. Cole Jr., 
President Nixon's top domestic 
policy aide, said during a panel 
discussion Tuesday morning 
that election of a "veto-proof 
Congress" might doom the rev- 
enue-sharing program. 


Then Gov. Winfield Dunn, R- 


Tenn., chairman of the Republi- 
can Governors Association, said 
in an interview he was fright- 
ened by the thought of a Con- 
gress so heavily Democratic it 
"would give George McGovern 
and Hubert Humphrey the op- 
portunity to run our country 
which they didn't get in the 
1968 
and 
1972 presidential 


races." 


"I take strong exception to a 


thread of political propaganda 
which has run through this con- 
ference from invited members 
of the present national adminis- 
tration," Ford told a news con- 
ference. 


He said he considered it "no 


less than a rude assault against 
the integrity of all Democratic 
members of Congress" by im- 
plying they will always vote a 
certain way. 


He said he hopes the Demo- 


crats attain a two-thirds control 
of the House and Senate that 
would give them the numerical 
strength to override presiden- 
tial vetoes, but he said he ob- 
jected to GOP efforts "to use 
the term to scare people."

Replacement Due 
For Santarelli 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon soon will nominate 
a replacement for Donald E. 
Santarelli, the Justice Depart- 
ment 
official 
who resigned 


after a burst of criticism of the 
President. 


Deputy White House press 


secretary Gerald L. Warren 
said Tuesday that Nixon will 
move quickly to fill Santarelli's 
job as head of the Law En- 
forcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration. 


The White House released 


Nixon's letter to Santarelli, ac- 
cepting his resignation "with 
deep gratitude for your contri- 
butions" but with no mention of 
Santarelli's published views of 
the disarray 
the Watergate 


scandal has wrought in the ad- 
ministration. 


Santarelli offered over the 


weekend to resign from the 
$40,000 job because he said re- 
cent news accounts "raised 
questions 
about 
my com- 


mitment to you and your ad- 
ministration." 


But his offer to quit was only 


tentative. "I submit to you my 
resignation ... for acceptance 
at your pleasure," he wrote to 
Nixon. 


"I accept your resignation 


... effective upon selection of 
your successor," Nixon replied. 


"The whole situation is a 


damn shame," Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam B. Saxbe told reporters. 
"As far as I know, he's leaving 
voluntarily. We certainly didn't 
lean on him, and I'm sure the 
White House didn't." 


In a second interview pub- 


lished Sunday in the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer, Santarelli said 
"there is no White House any 
more" and Nixon should resign. 


Santarelli, 36, was an early 


favorite in the Nixon adminis- 
tration. 


Democratic governors at the 
meeting decided against trying 
to put the conference on record 
in favor of a tax cut to fight 
inflation or to raise any Water- 
gate-related matters other than 
a bipartisan ethics resolution 
sponsored by Govs. William G. 
Milliken, R-Mich., and Patrick 
J. Lucey, D-Wis. 


Instead, they authorized Ford 


to report they believe the na- 
tion needs "tax reform and re- 
lief for middle and lower in- 
come individuals coupled with 
selective budget cuts." 


In other developments:

Gov. Wendell R. Anderson, D- 


Minn., to succeed Ford as con- 
ference chairman. Gov. Philip 
W. Noel of Rhode Island was 
elected vice chairman. 


—The Republican governors 


decided tentatively to hold their 
next meeting in St. Louis after 
the November elections. 


—Democratic National Chair- 


man Robert S. Strauss and 
GOP Chairman George Bush 
advised the governors at sepa- 
rate party breakfasts of efforts 
to work with the General Ac- 
counting Office to ease strict 
enforcement of minor cam- 
paign infractions now being re- 
ferred to the Justice Depart- 
ment for prosecution. 


Kissinger Told Syria 
Would Ask for Money 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec- 


retary of State Henry A. Kissin- 
ger says he told Syrian leaders 
he would ask Congress for $100 
million in foreign aid for Syria 
if a disengagement agreement 
was reached with Israel. 


No commitments "either im- 


plied or expressed" were made 
to Syria during his 34-day 
peacemaking trip to the Middle 
East,.Kissinger told the House 
Foreign 
Affairs 
Committee 


Tuesday. 


The $100 million, part of $4.2- 


billion in economic assistance 
contained in the foreign aid 
bill, is "a special requirements 
fund" for use "to reinforce the 
peace process" in the Middle 
East, he said. 


Kissinger made it clear he 


felt that U.S. financial aid is es- 
sential in continuing evolution 
of Syria and other Arab govern- 
ments toward moderate pol- 
icies. 
'"Thebill "sets "but" $900 "million 
for aid to the Middle East, in- 
cluding Israel, Egypt, Jordan 
and Syria. 


In Syria, Foreign Minister 


Abdul Halim Khaddam pre- 
dicted that U.S.-Syrian diplo- 
matic relations will be restored 
"very soon." Diplomatic ties 


were broken during the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war. 


Asked if Syria is doing any- 


thing to prevent Palestinian 
guerrilla activity against Is- 
rael, Khaddam replied: 


"I assure you no Arab gov- 


ernment is capable of pre- 
venting the Palestinians from 
struggling to restore their le- 
gitimate rights, no matter what 
guarantees may be given to Is- 
rael by other nations." 


This appeared to be a refer- 


ence to American assurances to 
Israel of support for any repris- 
als to guerrilla attacks. 


Meanwhile, Israeli security 


forces captured two Arab guer- 
rillas, both 19, who slipped 
across the Lebanese border 
armed with guns, grenades and 
explosives, police said. Israel's 
state radio quoted the two as 
saying they were ordered to 
"make a slaughter" by firing 
at random on civilians in the 
Mediterranean resort of Naha- 
riya or the port city of Haifa. 


In Geneva, Israeli and Syrian 


generals completed details for 
carrying out the troop dis- 
engagement agreement signed 
by 
their 
governments last 


week.

more than 80,000 each year in 
ihe United States, with most due 
to carelessness. 


Most accidents occur as a 


result of objects being thrown 
by the blade. The blade can pick 
up a rock, bone or piece of wire 
and launch it at a speed of more 
than 100 miles per hour. 


Here 
are 
a 
few safety 


precautions before and during 


the mowing operation: 


First, make a walking tour 


across the lawn to pick up bones 
or rocks that may have found 
their way into the yard since the 
last mowing operation. 


An inspection of the mower 


before use is also important. 
Make sure all nuts and bolts are 
tight. 


Any time the hands need to be 


under 
the mower, kill 
the 


mower engine and disconnect 
the spark plug wire. If you have 
an electric mower, pull the 
power plug before working on it. 


If the gas tank runs dry before 


the job is finished, let the engine 
cool and then fill it. Never fill a 
gasoline engine when it's hot or 
in operation. 


Keep hands, feet and clothing 


away from mowing parts when 
the mower is operating. 


Wear leather shoes. Don't 


mow the lawn in sandals or 
while wearing short pants. 


Mow across steep 
slopes 


instead of up and down. 


Finally keep youngsters and 


pets away from the mower, and 
always kill the mower engine 
any time you have to leave the 
machine.

Not Too Serious Here

penny 
shortage 
has 


developed in some parts of the 
country that supposedly began 
when 
the 
Treasury 
De- 


partment 
announced 
that 


because of rising prices and 
scarce supplies of copper it 
might have to start minting 
with a substitute metal. Many 
people began hoarding pennies 
in belief that they could even- 
tually melt them down for their 
copper, 
even 
though 
the 


Treasury 
Department 


regulation forbid this. 


Some stores here in Corsicana 


have had trouble getting both 
pennies from the banks and 
from the customers. This has 
been especially true at the local 
grocery stores. 


Carl 
Smith, 
manager 
at 


Buddies, was one of several 
managers to affirm the penny 
"shortage". "We've been trying 
to get them and buy them off of 
our customers. Also, we've been 
unable to get them from the 
bank." 


Ed 
Milligan at 
Safeway 


relates, "When the customer 
checks out, we ask for the 
penny, but we don't have a 
storewide request for them yet. 
But yesterday, (Thursday) we 
were unable to get any from the 
bank." 


Meanwhile 
at 
Minyard's, 


Byron Farley says that the 
banks are rationing pennies to 
his store. "They'll ration us 
pennies at about ten dollars 
worth at a time, or whenever we 
need them, but our customers 
have been cooperating very 
well 
with 
us 
and 
usually 


volunteer the penny." 


John 
Montfort, 
assistant 


manager at A & P says, "We 
have gotten plenty from the 
bank, except for one day when 


we were able to get about a 
dollar's worth. People 
have 


been bringing anywhere from 
two to six dollar's worth of 
pennies in to exchange them for 
paper money. But we've had no 
real problem because we ask 
them if they have pennies on an 
odd amount bill at the check 
out." 


State 
National 
Bank 


President 
Chester 
Sprinkle 


could only comment from the 
letter 
from 
the 
Treasury 


Department that the Bank had 
received, encouraging people 
not to hoard the penny. "I can't 
understand the idea of the 
shortage, because copper has 
such a tremendous life and so 
many millions are made each 
day. Since the price of copper is 
down, pennies are worth more 
and people have just become 
fearful. As for the bank, we 
have had no severe shortage. 
We intend to get some on our 
next money shipment." 


W. D. Wyatt, President of The 


First National Bank, says that 
reports from the Wall Street 
Journal say there is no real 
reason for a shortage, but his 
bank has had problems getting 
the penny. "We have been 
putting in orders about two and 
three times a week to the 
Federal Reserve System in 
Dallas, 
and 
we 
receive 


something 
like 
twenty 
to 


twenty-five per cent of what we 
asked for, so then we have to 
allot the pennies." 


A penny may not buy much 


anymore in these inflationary 
Limes, but it is comforting to 
know that the little coin still has 
a vital function in the monetary 
system of this nation.

You can accident-proof 


your home with very little 
e f f o r t . D u r i n g s u m m e r 
months pay particular atten- 
tion to the pool, patio and 
garden. 


—Forbid use of portable 


electric appliances within 10 
feet of the pool. 


—Be aware of the danger 


spots in a pool's wiring. These 
include filter pump motor, 
filter, time clock, pool clean- 
ing equipment, electrically 
operated pool covers and 
heating equipment. 


-Don't allow glass in the 


pool area. L'se paper or 
plastic cups, plates and 
pitchers. 


-Be sure your pool area is 


properly fenced. Do/ens of 
children die each year in 
backyard drownings. 


-Don't let children swim 


when overtired, overheated 
or just after eating. 


-Discourage horseplay in 


the pool and patio area. 


-Be 
sure to have the 


proper life preserving equip- 
ment in and around your 
pool. 
-Play it safe in barbeque- 


ing. Keep children away. Lse 
gloves or potholders. 
-If your house has a raised 
deck, be sure that its sides 
are safe and youngsters can- 
not fall through or over them. 


—Do not overload decks. 


They can, and have, col- 
lapsed, resulting in tragic 
loss of lives. 
-Make sure that playground 
equipment is safe and sturdy. 
No rust or sharp edges 
allowed.

Gardener's Guide 


By Gene Sears 


During the past week, we 


have received numerous calls 
concerning worms in trees. 
These pests can easily be seen 
in webs probably more in 
pecans than other trees now, 
but you could have them in 
several types of trees. These 
insects are being called dif- 
'ferent 
names, 
but 
more 


correctly, they are web worms 
or tent caterpillars. 


These worms probably are 


more 
unsightly 
than 
the 


damage they cause the tree 
unless the tree is covered in 
webs, in which case damage 
could result. 


The worm feeds on foliage 


after hatching in late spring and 
generally stay in concentions. 
Some of the worms web within 
or build a "web tent" in crot- 
ches of limbs. Occasionally they 
may be found in large masses 
feeding when they do not build a 
web. The caterpillars will vary 
from one to two inches long and 
will vary in color but are 
usually striped, multicolored 
and hairy. 


These catepillars can be 


treated with chemicals to 
control if desired. Chemicals 
that are recommended include 
sevin, malathion, chlorodane, 
toxaphene, and lead arsenate. 


If webbed branches 
are 


present, small infestations may 
be destroyed by cutting out and 
burning webs or by using other 
mechanical means. There are 
from one to three generations 
per year of these pests. These 
insects may go through the 
winter as eggs in clusters at- 
tached to limbs or they may go 
through the winter as a pupae. 


With home gardens making 


good progress in most areas, 
now is the time to consider 
additional 
fertilizer 
ap- 


plications. 


Most vegetable crops will 


respond to additional fertilizer. 
Soil type, type C fertilizer, row 
spacing and the particular crop 
will determine the amount of 
fertilizer used. 


More fertilizer can be applied 


to heavy clay soils than to light 
sandy soils because heavy soils 
hold nutrients better. Crops 
grown on sandy soils will 
respond to light, frequent ap- 
plications of side-dressed 
fertilizer. 


Additional fertilizer applied 


as a side-dress application 
should be of a form that is 
readily available to growing 
crops. The most common forms 
are ammonium sulfate (21-0-0) 
and ammonium nitrate (33-0-0). 
Most home-grown vegetables 
will respond to light ap- 
plications of nitrogen but show 
little benefit from applications 
of complete fertilizers con- 
taining nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potassium. 


Apply fertilizer between the 


garden rows and work it into the 
soil if possible. Be careful to 
avoid root damage and do not 
place the fertilizer too close to 
the growing plants. 


For most fruiting crops such 


as beans, tomatoes, peppers, 
eggplant, okra and vine crops, 
apply five teaspoons of am- 
monium sulfate or two to three 
teaspoons of ammonium nitrate 
for each 10 feet of garden row. 
Begin applications when the 
fruit of the tomato, pepper and 
eggplant are about one inch in 
diameter, and repeat at two to 
three-week 
intervals. For 


beans, okra and the vining 
crops, begin side-dressing after 
the first harvest. 


Leafy crops such as lettuce, 


cabbage and greens can be 
fertilized at about the rate used 
for fruiting crops, since more 
foliage growth is needed. Begin 
side-dress applications after 
several sets of character leaves 
have formed and repeat at two- 


week intervals. If plants are 
making satisfactory growth, 
reduce the rate but continue bi- 
weekly applications. 


Root crops such as onions, 


beets and turnips will often 
make 
satisfactory 
growth 


without additional fertilizer. If 
growth is poor, light ap- 
plications of a nitrogen fer- 
tilizer should help. 


Sweet corn responds to liberal 


amounts of nitrogen. Fertilize 
with four tablespoons of am- 
monium nitrate or 
eight 


tablespoons 
of ammonium 


sulfate per ten feet of row when 
the corn is 12 to 18 inches tall. 


We remind home gardeners 


that these rates are general and 
will vary with row spacing and 
soil type. The successful home 
gardener will avoid over- 
fertilizing, but will also make 
sure that growing crops do not 
suffer from a lack of nutrients. 


Vegetables 
from 
home 


gardens taste better if they're 
harvested at the proper time. 


Wash 
vegetables 
after 


gathering and put them in the 
refrigerator if they're not to be 
cooked immediately. Under 
normal 
conditions, 
most 


vegetables will deteriorate in 
quality and nutritive value. 


Pick sweet corn when kernels 


are fully formed but tender and 
milky. Once it matures, the 
sugar in the kernels rapidly 
turns to starch and the 
sweetness is lost. 


Pick snap or string beans 


when the pods snap readily. 


Gather lima beans while still 


green and the end of the pod is 
spongy. 


Harvest beets when small to 


medium size, about 1 to 1M> 
inches in diameter. 


Pick broccoli before its 


flowers show color. 


Cabbage heads should be firm 


and heavy for their size, with no 
signs of splitting. 


Carrots have most of their 


sugar when they are 
fully 


matured but are better to eat 
when small, firm and well 
colored. 


Moderate-sized 
cucumbers 


are good. Yellowing shows age. 


Pick loose-leaf lettuce as soon 


as leaves are large enough to 
use. Harvest head lettuce as 
soon as it has headed. Lettuce 
becomes bitter after seed stems 
appear. 


Peas lose their sweetness and 


flavor early, so pick them when 
pods are fairly well-filled and 
bright green. 


Peppers (sweet) are best 


when mature and firm and with 
a good green or red color. 


Use radishes while they are 


firm, before a light squeeze 
shows them to be spongy or 
pithy. (Duality is poor once the 
seed stalk appears. 


Summer squash should be 


harvested when it is about six 
inches long. If more than eight 
inches long, quality is usually 
poor. 


With winter or baking-type 


squash, the rinds should be hard 
enough so they cannot be dug 
into 
readily 
with 
one's 


fingernail. 


Tomatoes are better tasting 


when they are fully reddened on 
the vine. 


Dig turnips when moderately 


large, firm and heavy, about 2^> 
inches in diameter. 


Pick cantaloupes when fully 


ripened or near-ripe. Fruit 
should be yellowish and should 
slip from the vine easily. 


Watermelons are fully ripe 


when the portion touching the 
oil is cream-colored, and the 
tendril opposite the fruit is dried 
up; fruit should hollow when 
thumped, and they separate 
rather easily from the vine.
